No motive to 26 murders in 11 minutes 
at US school 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Inves¬ 
tigators have failed to find a 
motive in one of America's 
deadliest mass school shoot¬ 
ings, hut said the shooter was 
mentally troubled and ob¬ 
sessed with die Columbine 
school shooting. 

Tlie official report into the 
December 14 massacre at 
Sandy Hook Elementary 
School closes the investiga¬ 
tion, but does little more tlian 
shed new light on the extent 
of Adam Lanza's behavorial 
problems. 

It does not make plain 
specifically what led him to 
murder 2 6 people in less tlian 

II minutes. 

Tlie deeply troubled 20- 
year-old first shot dead lirs 
mother m the head as she lay 

III bed dien shot Ins way into 
the school he once attended 
in the sleepy town of New¬ 
town in Connecticut. 


Using a Bushin aster nfle 
he killed the principal and 
school psychologist, and in¬ 
jured two other staff mem¬ 
bers in tlie hall. 

He then entered first grade 
classrooms eight and 10, 
killing two adults in each 
room, 15 children in class¬ 
room 3 and five in classroom 
10 with tlie same nfle. 

Police arrived less than 
four minutes after receiving 
an emergency call. But Lanza 
killed himself a minute later 
with a single shot fiom a 
Clock 20, 10 mill pistol in 
classroom 10. 

"In fewer than 11 minutes 
20 first-grade pupils and six 
adults had lost their lives,' 
said the report firoiii the state 
attorney. 

"The evidence clearly 
shows that the shooter 
planned his actions, including 
tlie taking of his own life, but 


there is no clear indication 
why he did so," the report 
said. 

More than ^00 live rounds 
were found at the school, a 
semi-automatic pistol on the 
shooter's body, a semi-auto¬ 
matic shotgun 111 his car and 
a nfle on the floor of his 
mother's bedroom. 

All the firearms had been 
bought legally by Lanza's 
mother. A Christmas check 
for aiiotlier rifle fi'om his 
motlier was also found dunng 
a search of their nearby 
home 

However Lanza was 
known to have had "signifi¬ 
cant mental health issues' 
and was obsessed witli mass 
murders, especially the 1999 
shootings at Columbine Higli 
School in Colorado when two 
teenage boys killed 13 peo¬ 
ple, tlie report noted 


US warns Karzai it may 


leave no troops in 
Afghanistan 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
National Security Advisor 
Susan Rice told Afglian Presi¬ 
dent Haimd Karzai yesterday 
Washington could not wait 
until after the 2014 Afghan 
elechons to sign a security pact 
and, without a deal, may have 
to plan to leave no troops be¬ 
hind next yeai'. 

"Without a prompt signa¬ 
ture, tlie US would have no 
choice but to initiate planning 
for a post-2 Q14 future in winch 
there would be no US or 
NATO troop presence in 
Afghanistan," Rice told 
Karzai, according to a White 
House statement. 

"Ambassador Rjce 

stressed., dial deferring the 
signature of the agreement untd 
after next year's elections is not 
viable" when she met with 
Karzai at die end of a three-day 
trip to Kabul, it added. 

Washington was ready to 
sign the deal in the coming 
days afterdie loyajirga, or tra¬ 
ditional assembly, urged the 
Afgjian leader to sign the bila¬ 


teral security agreement 
(BSA), Rice said 

But "in response, President 
Karzai outlined new condi¬ 
tions for sigmng the agreement 
and indicated he is not pre¬ 
pared to sign die BSA 
prompdy," the White House 
said. 

Rice argued that waiting to 
sign die deal, which is meant 
to provide the legal protection 
for US troops remaunng in the 
country, “would not provide 
tile Umted States and NATO 
allies the clarity necessary to 
plan for a potential post-2014 
military presence." 

"Nor would it provide 
Afglians with die certainty 
tliey deserve regarding their 
future, in the critical months 
preceding elections," Rice told 
Karzai as diey met over dinner 
on the last day of her visit. 

She warned too that "the 
lack of a signed BSA would 
jeopardize NATO and other 
nations' pledges of assistance 
made at the Clncago and 
Tokyo conferences in 2012."

after elections 


TEGUCIGALPA(AFP) - Po¬ 
litical tensioa loomed over vi¬ 
olence-torn Honduias yester¬ 
day as the conseivative candi¬ 
date led the early count in pres- 
identiaf. elections wlnle his lef¬ 
tist opponents claimed fraud 

Juan Orlando Hernandez, 
of the mling right-wing Na¬ 
tional Party, declaimed lumself 
the winner with 34 percent of 
the vote, after 54 percent of 
ballots were counted. 

Leftist rival Xiomara Cas¬ 
tro, the wife of deposed former 
president Manuel Zelaya, was 
in second place with almost 
percent of the votes, 

Castro, who also claims 
victory after Sunday's election, 
cried foul and said she plans to 
hold an “emergency* meeting. 

Electoral autlionties, winch 
have yet to aimounce awmnei; 
will rele as e in ore results to d ay, 
following the election that in¬ 
cluded SIX other candidates. 

Despite tlie nval claims, 
supporters of the two leading 
candidates did not hold any 
victory rallies amid a heavy 
police and military presence 
tliroughout Honduras. 

International observers, in¬ 
cluding an SOD-strong Euro¬ 
pean Union delegation, did not 
report any incidents. Tlie US 
ambassadoi; Lisa Kubiske, 
said the election had been 
transpai'enl. 

Political conflict would add 


to the woes of a Centi'al Ame¬ 
rican nation reeling from the 
world's highest murder rate, 
massive poverty and the 
wounds of the 2009 coup tlrat 
ousted Zelaya. 

Hernandez, the 45-year-old 
head of Congress, extended an 
olive branch to Castro, inviting 
her to join a "grand national 
pact* against insecurity and 
poverty. 

“The Honduran people 
voted to sti'engthen the demo¬ 
cratic system of Honduras, 
Uiey voted for peace, they 
voted for reconciliation, they 
voted to leave behind the 2009 
crisis, which has been the 
worst crisis in our country's 
liistory," Hernandez said. 

But Castro huddled witli 
leaders of her Libre party yes¬ 
terday to coordinate tlieir next 
move to defend what she 
called her “resounding tri¬ 
umph.* 

The left is hoping to break 
the nght-wing's grip on p ower. 
Hie conservative parties and 
military dictators have ex¬ 
changed the presidency in 
Honduras since 1902. 

Zelaya, who was by his 54- 
year-old wife's side througliout 
her campaign, alleged that 
Uiere were "serious inconsis¬ 
tencies" in one-in-hve polling 
stations. 

“They are stealing the elec¬ 
tion from us," Zelaya said. 


Mexico ex-president warns of 
threat from crime groups 


ASUNCION (AFP^ - Mexico's 
fonner president warned coun¬ 
til es considering legalization 
ofmanjuanatliat the real threat 
comes from criminal groups 
taking over national institu¬ 
tions, in an interview pub¬ 
lished today 

Felipe Calderon, whose 
20G15-2012 presidency sbiw an 
explosion o f dmg-related mur¬ 
ders, said he was not opposed 
to legalisation of drugs hut 
cautioned that the problems 
will not go away if criminal 
groups are involved with tlie 
police, as happ ened in Mexico 

"For me, the issue isn't 
whether or not you legalize 
drugs. Sooner or later tliat will 
have to be reviewed," he said. 

“But the problem in Mexico 
is not just one of drugs. The 
cnmind organizations have ac¬ 
quired such a degree of sophis¬ 
tication that they are taking 
over the institutions," he said 

Calderon met with Para¬ 
guay's newly elected president 
Horacio Cailes. 

His visit comes as Latin 
Ainertcan countries aie se¬ 
riously debating whether to le¬ 


galize marijuana in a bid to un¬ 
dercut the violent criminals 
tliatnow control tlie industry. 

Neighboring Uruguay is 
planning to start selling mari¬ 
juana legally next year, with 
the government assuming con¬ 
trol of all aspects of the new 
industry. 

More than 7Q,000 people 
were killed in Mexico's drug 
wai's during Calderon's six 
yeai's in office. 

But tlie former president 
defended his use of tlie mili¬ 
tary to go after the country's 
powerful drug cartels, a stra¬ 
tegy some believe may have 
exacerbated tlie violence. 

Mexican crime groups 
began by trafficking in drugs, 
he sard, but tlien moved into 
kidnapping and extortion 

‘We couldn't ignore it any 
more. They were becoming tlie 
bosses of Mexico," he said. 

Police forces of entire 
towns and cities were hol¬ 
lowed out by corruption, 
Calderon said. He said he had 
to make police cluefs submit to 
lie detector and drug tests as he 
rebuilt the security forces.

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Colombian rebels urged to agree on 


'humanitarian minimums' 


BOGOTA (AfP) - Calomhia's 
vice president yesterday urged 
the leftist FARC rebel group to 
agree to a set of "mniimum" 
humauitairan practices to 
sti'cngtlierL prosp ects for peace. 

The proposal by Vice Pl'es- 
ident Argelmo Garzon would 
require the Revolutionedry 
Aimed Forces of Colombia, or 
FARC, to commit not to en¬ 
gage m armige of questionable 
tactics in return for a govern- 
meut pledge to respect the 
physical integrity of their 


fighters. 

Among the practices tlie 
FARC would forsweai’ would 
be the use of anti-personnel 
mines, forced recniitment of 
minors, attacks on "economic 
and social infi’astruclui'e" and 
civilian targets. 

"I tlnnk the moment has 
come in Havana, Cuba, to sign 
a commitment to humamtairan 
minimums, under winch botli 
the FARC guerrillas and the 
government reciprocally com¬ 
mit to give greater credibility 


and p erspective to the need for 
peace," Garzon said. 

The government of Presi¬ 
dent Juan Manuel Santos and 
the FARC, Colombia's largest 
and oldest rebel group, have 
been negotiating for more than 
a year on an agreement to end 
their near 50-year-old conflict. 

So far, tliey have reached 
agj'eement on just two of five 
agenda points, but Santos has 
been pressing for more rapid 
progress.

healtli officials have ordered 
a startup headed by the ex- 
wife of a Google co-founder 
to halt a service of DN A test¬ 
ing to delemnne health risks. 

The Food and Drug Ad- 
mim strati on said in a warning 
letter made public Monday to 
the company 23andMe, that 
its "saliva collection kit and 
personal genome service'" 
needs to get regulatory ap¬ 
proval. 

The company was co- 
founded by Anne Wojcicki, 
who recently split with 
Sergey Brm, one of the co- 
founders of Goode. The In¬ 
ternet giant had been an 
investor in the firm. 

The company pro^ndes a 
sahva analysis kit aimed at 
helping customers detemiine 
their genetic nsks for diseases 
such as diabetes, coronary heart 
disease, and breast cancer 

The FDA letter said that 
most of the uses for the kit 
make it a "medical device" 
which requires regulatory ap¬ 
proval. 

The letter said some uses 
of the kit "are particularly 
concerning." because of "po¬ 
tential health consequences" 
of false p ositive or fdse neg¬ 
ative results for some condi¬ 
tions such as genetic 
predisposition for breast can¬ 
cer. 

"For instance, if the (ge¬ 
netic) risk assessment for 
breast or ovarian cancer re- 
p orts a false positive, it could 
lead a patient to undergo pro¬ 
phylactic surgery chema pre¬ 


vention, intensive screening, 
or other morbidity-inducing 
actions, while a false nega¬ 
tive could result in a failure to 
recognize an actual nsk that 
may exist," the letter said. 

The letter noted that "even 
after these many interactians 
with 2 3 and Me, we still do not 
have any assurance tliat tlie 
firm has analytically or clini¬ 
cally validated the (kit) fonts 
intended uses." 

As a result, "23andMe 
must immediately discon- 
tmue marketing the (kit) until 
such time as it receives FDA 
marketing authonzation for 
the device.'" 


Number of adolescents with 
HIV jumps by one-third: UN 


GENEVA (AFP) - The number 
of adolescents infected by tlie 
HIV vims has jumped by one 
third over the past decade, the 
UN's health agency said Mon¬ 
day, blaming gaps in cai'e pro¬ 
grammes. 

"More than 2 million ado¬ 
lescents between the ages of 
1D and 1 9 yeai's ai'e living with 
HIV," maiking a 33 percent 
rise since 3001, the World 
Health Organization said. 

"Many do not receive the 
cai'e and support that they need 
to stay in good health and pre¬ 
vent ti'ansmission. In addition, 
millions more adolescents are 
at nsk of infection," it warned. 

In the world's most AIDS- 
affected region, sub-Saharan 
Africa, tlie majonty of adoles¬ 
cents with the virus ai'e girls 


who have had unprotected sex, 
sometimes under duress 
In additioa many of those 
bom witli the vims or infected 
at birih m sub-Sabaran Afiica 
are becoming adolescents. 

In Asia, meanwlule, young 
drug-users were the worst af¬ 
fected. 

The WHO said that die fail¬ 
ure to provide proper adoles¬ 
cent-focussed pro grammes had 
also resulted m a 50-percent 
increase in repoited AIDS-re¬ 
lated deaths in the age group 
fi'Dm20D5to 2012. 

In 3005, 70,000 adolescents 
died of AIDS. Seven years 
later, the figure was 104,1300 
That conti'asted starkly witli 
the 30-percent decline in tlie 
general population, the WHO

HAVANA (AFP) - Cuba will 
allow self-employed workers 
at the country's telecoms mo¬ 
nopoly Eteesa, in the latest m 
a senes of economic refoniis to 
streamline a bloated govern¬ 
ment bureaucracy. 

Under the new system, 
which was announced yester¬ 
day on the eteesa.cu website, 
pnvale sector “conmiunica- 
tions agents" will be allowed 
to assist with local, regional 
and international phone calls 

They also will be allowed 
to sell prepaid phone cards and 
Internet cai’ds, or reload used 
ones, and also will be able to 
take telephone bill payments. 

The agents, who will work 
on a commission paid by 
Eteesa, will be reqmred to ob¬ 
tain licenses and pay taxes on 
tliar eai’iungs 

These new private emplo¬ 
yees will add to the rapidly 
growiiig ranks of self-em¬ 


ployed workers in Cuba since 
economic reforms have begiui 
lobe put m place. 

A growing number of 
Cubans, no longer workers of 
the state, earn their living as 
restaurant owners or self-em¬ 
ployed baibers, electricians, 
mechaiucs and other occupa¬ 
tions. 

All told, tliere are about 200 
sanctioned occupations in 
which Cubans aie allowed to 
work for themselves. 

Government frgures show 
til at more tIian42d,QOO Cubans 
are now self-employed since 
the government began expan¬ 
ding the ranks of the private 
sector in 2010. 

President Pcaul Castro intro¬ 
duced therefrirms to try to res¬ 
cue the foundering Cuban 
economy by making deep cuts 
in the number of workers de¬ 
pendent on the state for their 
livelihDod.

World Cup break in 2014

SlAiOn LEAGUE SOCCER 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Major 
League Soccer will play 
matches until the eve of the 
2Q14 World Cup before shut¬ 
ting down the season for two 
weeks, resuming play on the 
penultimate day of group 
play in Brazil under a sched- 
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ule announced Monday. 

The 19-team league, witli 
clubs in US and Canadian 
cities, will kick off its 19tli 
season on March 3 witli 
Sporting Kansas City at the 
Seattle Sounders and con¬ 
clude the 323-matdi 2014 
campaign on Dctober 2d witli 
playoffs to fallow. Each club 
plays 34 matches, 17 of them 
at home. 

Clubs with players in¬ 
volved in the World Cup 
could be without top talent 
for several mat dies even witli 
the shutdown, which begins 
after DC United plays at 
Montreal, Dallas visits Port¬ 
land and Chivas USA enter¬ 
tains Seattle on June 11 and 
ends with Montreal at Van¬ 
couver on June 25. 

US clubs resume June 27, 
the day after the end of the 
group stage at the 2014 
World Cup, when Kansas 
City visits Portland and New 
York plays host to Toronto. 
Seven other matches are set 
for June 2S. 

The San Jose Earthquakes 
will host Seattle on Aii^ist 2 
in tlie first match in their new 
home stadium at Santa Clara, 
California.

NBA: Box scores go high-tech 
with video links to stats 


NEW YOF^.K (AFP) - The 
NBA unveiled groundbreak¬ 
ing video box scores Monday 
that will make the league the 
first in Amen can pro sports to 
link video highlights to box 
score statistics on the league 
website. 

The innovative video inte¬ 
gration move will include Fill 
games for tlie cimrent season as 
well as last season and provide 
video within team and player 
pages, play-by-play sections, 
shooting charts and otlier sta¬ 
tistical areas where only text 
and numbers ruled before. 

Video will be added to 


league website statistics area 
shortly after the end of NBA 
games and feature views of 
speafic plays associated witli 
a specific statistic in a box 
score, including baskets, 
shots, assists, rebounds, 
steals, blacks and free 
throws. 

NBA.com/Stats was un¬ 
veiled tins past February and 
provides league fans witli ac¬ 
cess to the entire official sta¬ 
tistics libr ary - - more than 4.5 
quadnllion combinations of 
statistics that previously had 
been only available to NBA 
and team personnel.

Pacquaio told reporters he 
was ready to go loe-to-toe 
with Mayweather, but that tlie 
decision rested with the 
American. 

"My job IS to fight and I 
will fight anybody who will 
fight me," Pacquiao said. "I 
am willing to fight Floyd So 
it IS up to him." 

Pacquiao took more than 
two hours to get to Ins Rios 
post-fight press conference, 
after having to supply two 
urine samples for dope test¬ 
ing by "VADA (Voluntary 
Anti-Doping Organisation) 
and tlie sanctioning body, the 
World Boxing Orgainsatioii 
(WBO). 

One of tlie biggest sfickmg 
points preventing May¬ 
weather facing Pacquiao in 
the past had been the Amen- 
can camp's insistence on 
strict drugs testing Tliatmay 
have been removed now, with 
Pacquiao being tested fire- 
quently. 

So did Pacquiao foresee 
any other obstacles m the 
way of the fight? " Youll have 
to ask him," he said, refemiig 
to Mayweather. 
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Bulls' Rose to 
miss rast of 
season after 
knee surgery 
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CHICAGO (AFP) 
Chicago pi ay maker Derrick 
P.ase underwent successful 
right knee surgery Monday 
marning to rep air a tom me¬ 
dial meniscus and will miss 
the remainder of the NBA 
season, the Bulls an¬ 
il Dim ced. 

F.ose, the 2011 NBA Most 
Valuable Player who missed 
all oflast seasonwi til atom 
left knee ligament, injured 
his nght knee Fnday in the 
third quarter of Chicago's 
9S-95 loss at Portland. 

The 25-year-old guard had 
hoped he might be able to 
return at some point tins 
season even after learning 
the seventy of the injury on 
Saturday. 

But Rose was ruled out for 
the rest of the campaign 
after surgery was perfomied 
by team doctors Brian Cole 
and Chuck Bush Joseph at 
Rush University Medical 
Center. 

Rose had averaged IS.9 
points, 4.3 assists and 3.2 
rebounds over ID games 
this season for the Bulls, 
who are d-6 but were routed 
121-S2 on Sunday by the 
Los Angeles Clippers in 
their first game without 
Rose. 

In the 201D-2011 campaign 
when Rose took ihe league 
MVP award, Rose averaged 
25.0 points, 7.7 assists and 
4.1 rebounds. 


Bryant inks two-year extension with Lakers

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Kobe Bryant signed a two- 
year contract extension witli 
the Los Angeles Lakers, a 


deal that likely means the 35- 
year-old guard will complete 
his career as a Laker, tlie club 
amioimced Mondav. 


No terms were announced 
but ESPN reported the deal 
was worth $4S.5 million and 
will keep Bryant as the 
NBA's highest-paid player 
Bryant will make $3D.4 mil¬ 
lion tins season under his 
prior contract. 

Bryant, who is recovenng 
from a mptured left Achilles 
tendon, has returned to prac¬ 
tice with the Lakers but is not 
yet ready to play and tlie team 
has not oEEered a timetable on 
when he might be back in 
games. 

Bryant tweeted a photo of 


his signature on a contract 
line with the hashtag 
Laker4Life and Lakers gen¬ 
eral manager Mitch Kupchak 
said he expects the deal„ 
winch would give Bryant two 
decades in tlie NBA en¬ 
able the star guard to finish 
his career in purple and gold 
"To play 2Q years in the 
NBA Biid to do so with the 
same team, is unprecedented, 
and quite an accomplisliment 
Most importantly however, it 
assures us tliat one of the best 
players in the world will re¬ 
main a Laker, bringing us ex¬ 


cellent play and excitement 
said Lakers general manager 
Mitch Kupchak 

Tlie Lakers have won five 
NBA titles since Bryant 
joined the team after being 
taken 13tli overall by Char¬ 
lotte in the 1996 NBA Draft 
and traded to Los Angeles. 
He helped the Lakers to tides 
in 20DD-2GG2, 20D9 and 
201D 

Bryant is the Lakers' all- 
time leading scorer and ranks 
fourth on the NBA's career 
scoring list
